FROM LIPS OF FRIEND 
CROZIER HEARD FaTE 


Life Story of Ortario Man Who Got 
Nine Years for Counterfeiting— 
He Was Tempted by His Son's 
Skili—He Had Been an Honest 
and Industrious Farmer. 


Milton, Ont., Oct. 26—In the midst 
of the friends oi his youth and man- 
hood, and from the very lips of the 
man with whom he had once worked 
side by side in the harvest toil “Tom” 
Crozier heard his fate. 

For the crime of counterfeiting he 
wae last week ordered to epend nine 
long years in the penitentiary, and, 
worse still, his young son of 19 was 
commanded to spend the next two 
years of his life behind the Central 
prison bars. 

Even though they were tempered 
with the memories of past friendship, 
the words of the magistrate fell with 
startling horror on the ears of the 
elder man. Hia tall, broed frame 
shook and his bowed head bent still 
more. Tears filled his eyes, and his 
lips uttered only two brief, agonized 
words :-— 

“My God!” half in prayer, half in 
horror. 

And the men who filled that httle 
court room thought of other and 
brighter days in which they had known 
Tom Crozier as farmer and _ friend. 
They were stilled by the sadness of 


it al). 
Man of Good Family. 

Behind the formal legal proceedings 
which etirred the Halton county town 
today was a tragic life story. The 
stern hand of the law .was very pro- 
perly concerned with but the three 
years during which this man and his 
son had stepped aside from the path 
of rectitude. 
concerned with meting out justice, de- 
manded by the acknowledgment of 
guilt to the serious charge of counter- 
feiting. But the old men assembled 
in the court thought not so much of 
the criminal of today as of the peace- 
ful, law-abiding citizen of yesterday. 

“Tom” Crozier, now a man of per- 
haps 45 years of age, was born in 
Halton county. His father was a very 
respected farmer. of high character. 
His early home life was simple and 
wholesome, and he was trained as a 
young man should be. 

Recalls Other Days. 

“Lt remember,” = said = Jonathan 
Shields, who had to preside as magis- 
trate, “some thirty years ago I visited 
the Crozier home. I was impressed 
by the fact that the old man took 
down his Bible and had family prey- 
er, and I though of the splendid home 
life in that house.” 

In those days down on the farm 
Jonathan Shields and Thomas Crozier 
worked side by side in threshing and 
other harvest operations, leading the 
eimple life and little dreaming that in 
the years to come they would meet 
again in much different roles—one as 
magistrate dispensing justice, the oth- 
er a8 criminal seeking merey. 

Was a Good Citizen. 

Out of this home, typical of the 
stern integrity of the pioneers who 
have> made toils cquntry what it is, 
went Thomas Crozier. He took up 
farming himself, and for many years 
lived at The Boyne, in Trafalgar 
township, a few miles from the town 
of Milton. He was always a quiet, 
decent fellow, who endeavored to do 
the best he could for his wife and 
family as long as he could do it hon- 
est ly. 

“T have had many business deal 
ings with him,” said J. W. Elliott, K 
C,, in conversation after the trial, 
“and T elways found him strictly hon- 
es! and upright. In the course of 
twenty years’ acquaintance I did con- 
e‘derable work for him, and he was 
always anxiows to do what was right.’ 

Lure of City Life. 
Years went by and Thomas Crozier 


prespered in the quiet monotony of 
his iarm life. But there came the 
lure of the eity life, and he vielded 
to its seductive call. About eight 


years ago he sold out his farm at a 
profit of many thousand dollars, and 
moved to Toronto. The Crozier name 
was still unsullied in the history of 
the county, and in departing he left 
be'vind brothers, sisters and other rel- 
atives, who are stl highly respected 
citizens of this town and commun- 
ity. 
Yielded to Temptation. 

But vain are reereta. About eight 
years ago he came to Toronto, living 
quietly and taking up verious oceu- 
pations. It was not until less than 
three years ago that he began to de- 
part from the precepts of his father, 
and the practise of his own previous 


mrature years. For the story of the 
first fatal mis-step, again listen to 
J. W. Elliott, K.C., this time as he 


is addressing the magistrate in # plea 
for merey ;-- 

“He had a clever boy,” expleined 
Mr, E‘liott. “Although the boy was 
only 16 years of age, he showed an 
abnonmmal talent for drawing. The 
temptation came to the father to use 
this talent in an improper way, and 
he yielded.” 

Thus a4 man without any criminal 
inriinets launched upon a work which 
iu t inevitably sooner or later land 
bovh himself and his son behind pri- 
son bars. 

This was two and a half years ago. 
The father and sou did not plunge 
deeply into the business at once, but 
went at it gradually. They had 
plates and printing outfit at their 
home at 9 Gerrard street west, They 
made $5 and $10 American bills and 
also counterfeits of the Bank of Que- 
bee and the Imperial Bank ten-dollar 
notes. Thoy were doubtless flattered 
by their own cleverness, and were 
lulled into a false seeurity by the ap- 
perent ease with which the fictitious 


money could be passed off. They 
showed a certain shewdness, how- 
ever,’ by cireulating the American 


notes in Canada, and reserving the 
Canadian bills for American consump- 
tion, 
Didn't Pass Much 

Although bills amounting te over 
$7,000 were afterwards found, there is 
nothing to indicate that the Croziers 
made any attempt te put very much in 
cireulation, It is Bay dis, that less 
than $100 was circulated in Toronto 
amd vicinity, and about $138 in 
Buffalo, the plan being to pass a few 


April last the counterfeits were report- 
ed to L. W. Gammon, of the United 
States secret service, who looks after 
this branch of the work. He Was 
given a minute description of the man, 
but not knowing where to find him, 
just waited and watched. Crozier 
in his confession declares he never 
og any until the middle of June 
aat. 
Caueht at Last. 

But the pitcher that goes often to 
the well gets bioken, and the man 
who does a thing frequently gets care- 
less and callous. Twice Crozier’s 
bogus bills were detected, and he had 
a narrow escape from arrest. Later 
he went over to New York State and 
bought a farm near Buffalo, paying 
down $6,500 in recl money, It was 
his intention to go over these and live 
'this fall, but in the meantime he pro- 
eceded to dispose of some more of his 
easily made cash on this side, Then 
on October 2nd last they were in Oak- 
ville. There Crozier was well known, 
it being near his old home. He had 
to be careful, and didn’t try to victim- 
ize anyone to whom he was known. 
But they went and bought tickets for 
a show, and then didn’t go to the 
show. The spectacle of anyone in 
Oakville buying a ticket ior a show 
and then not going, naturally alarm- 


ed the man, and he consulted the 
banker. They learned the awful 
truth. County Constable McCleary 


was notified. The boy had already de- 
parted, but th. father was apprehend- 
ed just as he .vas boarding an electric 
car for Hamilton, 

The jig was up. 

Quickly Cleaned Up. 

Once the arrest was made, Domin- 
ion Inspector Parkinson and United 
States Officer Gammon identified the 
prisoner as ‘he man they wanted, and 
things moved guickly. Except in’ -o 
far as he tried to shield his bey, Thos. 
Crozier gave considerable information 
to the officers, and a mass of evidence 
was quickly accumulated by the dis-

Boy Was Jaunty.

He is a tall man, with a 
heavy dark moustache, and his head 
dropped while a handkerchief quietly 
wiped away the tears that would not 
be suppressed. 

Not so with Milton Crozier, the 1% 
year-old accomplice. He is a bright- 
looking boy, but wore a bravado air. 
He carelessly threw aside a cigar butt 
and went on chewing gum, while the 
magistrate read the indictment in 
solemn tones, 

Asked a Short Sentence. 

D. O. Cameron, appearing for the 
elder prisoner, made a plea for leni- 
ency on the ground tnat the accused 
had done everything in his power to 
aid the crown in clearing up the case,

“There was no one else in the matter 
but myself and boy. We made them, and 
no one elee knew anything about it. I 
never knew or saw Mr. Burk, the Lind- 
say counterfeiten 


His Pocket Picked. 
“T dragged the boy into it. On July 
12, 1907, IT went out to see the Orange 


parade with three of each of the Quebec 
$10, three of Standard $10, and three 
Farmers’ $10 in my possession. I was 
rubbing them over to make them look 
old, and stuck them in my pocket. My 
pocket was either picked or I lost them. 
They were never passed by me. 

“Early in April of this year IT had a 
wad of bills, ten Farmers’ $10, ten 
Standard $10, ten American $5 and ten 
Farmers’ $5. went into a hotel on 
Queen street west, near John street. I 
tried a Farmers’ $10, and the bartender 
did not know the bank, end refused to 
take it, and passed it to different ones 
at the bar, and they thought it was all 
right, but the bartender insisted on hav- 
ing other money. 

Had a Narrow Escape. 

“After IT went out I was overtaken 
by two tall men with Stetson hats, dark 
hair, who looked like officers in plain 
clothes. They stopped me and asked me 
if 1 was the man who had tried to pass 
the bad bills in the hotel, I said I was 
in the hotel. They said they wanted to 
see me about this bad money, and want- 
ed me to come along, and one got me by| 
each arm, and walked me up towards} 
Grange avenue. One told the other to 
search me, as probably I had a gun, and 
when they found [ had not, he put his 
hand in my pocket and pulled out the 
whole wad, and when I ‘resisted one | 
struck me on the back of the head with | 
his fist, and by that time I made a jump 
and got loose from them. They followed 
me a little way, but not very far, I did 
not pass much money, I will make re 
stitution for every bill passed. 

“1 have told the Crown everything, 
gave up plates and bills. I told Mr. 


Elliott about the bills on the Camp- 
bell place, and was going to give it 
today.”
